You can, however, cover the pealed 
brancher with orang© shellac where 
the foliage, twigs and top part of 
ths* 
branches 
have 
been 
damaged. 
The mats rial can be applied with an 
ordinary paint brush. 
Shellac dries 
quickly and seals the damaged area, 
thereby preventing a loss of sap and 
allowing quick healing to take place. 
Where large portions of the' hard

The m o r e lux­ 
uriant the growth the b etter the boll 
weevil, the flea hopper, and the leaf 
wont! like it. 
It is not uncommon 
for a casual observer to rc*mark on 
the promising appearance of a field 
of cotton, in which a close exam ina­ 
tion will show that the flea-hopper 
is destroying the fruiting buds, the 
boll 
weevil u laying 
eggs 
in the 
squares which escape the flea-hop- 
per, and the leaf worm moth has de­ 
posited h< r eggs on the lower side of 
the ten der foliage 
the more luxuri­ 
ant the b etter she likes it. 
None of these insect.*- will attack 
slow-growing, drouth-stricken cotton 
by preference, b u t may do consider­ 
able dam age on any kind of cotton 
if th a t is a1] they can find to feed 
on.

A good many people do not get 
excited about insect pests until the 
leaf worm appears, and y e t the leaf 
worm destroys fa r ]es.s cotton than 
either the flea-hopper 
o r the 
boll 
weevil. 
By the time the leaf worm 
becomes numerous enough to do real 
• damage tin- flea-hopper and the boll 
weevil have already got in most of 
their deadly work. 
The fight against 
cotton 
insect 
pests is greatly simplified by the fact 
that a good dusting 
machine 
will 
handle all four 
-flea hoppers, 
boll 
weevil®, and 
boll 
worm s 
if 
used 
properly at the proper time. Dusting 
sulphur and calcium arsen ate are the 
only insecticides necessary, 
if 
the 
campaign begins on lime and is con­ 
tinued at intervals of five to eight 
days until the insects are under con­ 
trol. 
If no early dusting is done, 
heavier dusting, or extra a r s e n ic a l 
in the m ixture m av b<* needed to 
handle a heavy infestation of leaf 
worms, but it is both less effective 
and m ore expensive than a program 
which begins while the cotton is com ­ 
ps rativ tly small and is followed up 
at regular intervals. 
It is all right to make a count of 
the pests present if one know® how 
and w ants to do so. 
The safest, su r­
